Algeria Search

ALGIERS (A P)-T he leader of 
the four-day Algerian army in.sur- 
rection was clapped into a French 
prison Wednesday and his lieuten­ 
ants fled into hiding as President 
Charles de Gaulle reasserted his 
rule ov er Algeria. 
Gen. 
Maurice Challe, retired 
air force officer and leader of thej 
insurrection, flew to Paris and 
surrendered. He was taken to 
prison in the capital to await trial 
and, possibly, a death sentence. 
Challe’s top aides, Gens. Raoul 
Salan, Edmond .Touhad and Andre 
Zeller, were believ ed hiding out­ 
side Algiers. 
Troops were ordered to bring 
them and three colonels before a

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Administration Pushing Hard For Its New Approach To Knotty Farm Problem 


By HARRY W. FRANTZ 


W a s h in g t o n <c p i > — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy has sent to Con 
Kress a farm program which he 
hopes will climax 40 years of 
government efforts to asure se­ 
curity and prosperity to Ameri­ 
ca s farm population of 19.800.000 
persons. 


The administration is pushing 
hard for its new approach to the 
|farm problem. Agriculture Secre­ 
ta ry Orville Freeman w a r n e d 
Monday that failure to pass it 
could lead to a sharp rise in food 
prices. 
The Kennedy farm program is 
broader and more complex than 
earlier programs, and gives atten 


J tion to consumption as well as 
prices and income. 


Political 
efforts 
in 
changing 
'forms and devices have been al­ 
most constant since the slump in 
farm 
commodity 
prices 
after 
World War I. President Harding. 
Coolidge. Hoover. Roosevelt. Tru­ 
man 
and Eisenhower 
all 
have 
sponsored programs to improve 
the farmers’ lot, with many frus 
trations and setbacks. 


The Kennedy-Freeman approach 
is especially significant because 
it follows four decades of experi­ 
mentation and has drawn various 
features from earlier programs 


The present program is novel, 
however, in the larger degree of 


farmer-participation in the formu­ 
lation of the commodity program, 
and in its indication that greaser 
export markets for farm products 
will be sought. 


One objective stated in the text 
of the proposal is "to expand for­ 
eign trade in agricultural com­ 
modities and make full use of our 
agricultural abundance in further­ 
ance of the foreign policy of the 
United States.” 


Government-assisted exports of 
surplus 
commodities 
would 
no 
longer be regarded as an emer­ 
gency program, and sales of farm 
commodities through commercial 
channels for dollars also would be 
encouraged. 


In 1921. the Harding adminis­ 
tration tried to relieve the farm 
problem, primarily by restriction 
on 
agricultural 
imports. 
T h e 
Emergency Tar i t Act of May, 
1921, raised the duties on wheat, 
corn, meat and wool. The higher 
rates wore made permanent ih 
the Fordney-McCumber Tariff Act 
of 1922. 
.I 


Congress also adopted some re­ 
lief measures of limited effect, 
such as curbs on speculation in 
grains, and easier terms for loans 
by the federal farm loan banks. 
But the farmers remained dis-' 
satisfied, and a "farm bloc” soon 
emerged in Congress. 


This bloc supported bills which 


proposed to guarantee the bene 
fits of the protective tariffs to the 
farmers through government pur­ 
chases of farm surpluses. 


The farmers would get the mar­ 
ket price plus the tariff rate, and 
the government would sell its pur 
chases abroad. However, the plan 
required that the farmers partly 
compensate 
the 
government's 
losses by paying an "equalization 
fee ” 


The bill was bitterly fought in 
Congress 
for many years, 
and 
when finally passed in February 
1927 
was 
vetoed 
by 
President 
Coolidge. 
Coolidge believed the bill would 
give special benefits to producers 


of only a few commodities, such 
as wheat, corn, cotton, rice, hogs 
and tobacco — and that the re­ 
sult would be overproduction of 
other commodities 


Despite the general prosperity 
that prevailed in 1928. the agri­ 
cultural situation was a bitter is­ 
sue in the presidential campaign 
which resulted in election of Her 
bert Hoover. 


President Hoover in 1929 called 
a 
special 
session 
of 
Congress 
which approved a federal farm 
board of nine members, and ere 
ated a fund of $400 million to 
help the farmers market their 
products. 
These efforts were soon nulli 


fied by the great depression, and 
by 1931 wheat had dropped from 
$1 to 61 cents a bushel — cotton 
from 16 cents to 6 cents. 


President Roosevelt's New Deal 
on May 12, 1933. adopted a law' 
creating the huge Agricultural Ad­ 
justment 
Administration. 
Within 
the next two years it paid wheat, 
cotton, corn and tobacco farmers 
more than $600 million in govern­ 
ment checks. 


Financing 
in large part 
was 
through processing taxes collect­ 
ed from the industries which con­ 
verted the raw agricultural com­ 
modities into merchandise. 
The New Deal vastly expanded 
credit assistance to farmers, and 


took drastic steps to reduce com­ 
modity surpluses. The Supreme 
Court annulled the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act in 1936, but it was 
revived later in different form.

WASHINGTON—Pierre Charles 
L’Enfante, a major in the French 
army, was the man who planned 
the layout for Washington when 
it was designated to be the capital 
of the nation. 
L’Enfante envisioned Washing­ 
ton as a city of broad, tree-lined 
boulevards 
radiating 
from 
the 
Capitol Building, a thing of beau­ 
ty that would honor the new na­ 
tion. And, for many years, offi­ 
cials worked laboriously to bring 
his vision to fulfillment. The ad­ 
vent of a modern era, however, 
with its demands for big govern­ 
ment, big buildings, mass trans­ 
portation. etc., is changing the 
face of the capital radically. 
A new book by a world-famed 
historian of urban culture has 
three things to say about present-

Washington: 
“L'Enfante’s 
plan was mangled in a barbarous 
way, first by uncomely buildings, 
and now by the introduction of 
expressways into the heart of the 
city.

One of the mast important rail­ 
road mergers in the nation comes 
up for a stockholders’ vote today

The stockholders don’t know it. 
but the merger is likely to have 
some trmible from (’ongre.ss. 
This results from the fact that 
the act of t’ongress, July 2, 1884, 
almo.st IhO years ago. which gave 
43.noo.ono acres to the Northern 
Pacific, also .set up a federal rail­ 
road company and required that 
Congress would have to approve 
any mortgage pla<ed on the rail­ 
road. 
The Northern Pacific has thumb­ 
ed its nose at this act o^ Congre.ss 
by placing five mortgages on Its 
pro|)erty .since that time 
Howexer. 
.30,000 
stockholders, 
represented by Rot>ert l.ishman, 
former coun.sel of the House l^egis- 
lative Oversight Committee, are 
contesting the merger on the 
ground that it will require a mort­ 
gage to tie placed on the con­ 
solidated property. 
They point out, first, that the 
4.3,000,000 acres, plus rights of 
way ceded to the Northern Paci­ 
fic, are as big as the combined 
states of Pennsylvania and New 
York, and that for this vast gift 
the federal government is entitled 
to have the original act of Con­ 
gre.ss setting up the railroad ob- 
served, not violated. 
They also point out that the 
Northern Pacific and Great North­ 
ern are among the most prosper­ 
ous rail lines in the nation, with 
no need to consolidate. Finally, 
.scores of small towns along the 
route of the merged rail lines will 
be left without adequate .service 
as a re.sult of the merger.
